Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: The examiner contacted the applicant's representative to discuss 
potential claim amendments to place the claims in condition for allowance. The examiner suggested that in claim 19, 
the word "migrated" be inserted into step (c) before the words "nestin-positive cells" to clarify that the cells selected are 
those that migrated in step (b). In claim 43, the examiner suggested that the words "nestin-positive" be inserted in line 
1 before "stem cell" and in line 9, in order to match the scope of the selection step in step (e). Finally, for claim 22, the 
examiner suggested that 1) the word "isolated" be inserted into line 2 before "nestin positive" in order to have the 
scope of the steps match the preamble, and that 2) the actual method steps for isolating the nestin positive stem cells 
used in the method of differentiating be inserted into the claim in order to clearly differentiate the claimed methods from 
that of Peck et al. The applicant's representative contacted the applicant regarding these suggested amendments. 
However, the applicant indicated that they did not want to amend the claims in this application and were intending to 
file a separate continuation application. . 
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
